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_ Queen Campaign Opens 


Mortimer Adler to Talk 
‘In Defense of Man’ Here

A controversial figure in American letters and education, 


Dre Mortimer J.-Adiler, Ph.D., 


will lecture in the Armory Fri- 


day, Oct. 28, on “The Defense of Man Against Darwin.” 

Dr. Adler, who was a Professor of Philosophy of Law at 
the University of Chicago from 1930 to 1952, is widely-known 
as a philosopher, educator and author. 

In 1952 he founded, and is still Director of, The Institute 
for Philosophical Research at San Francisco. The Institute 
is devoted to analysis of basic ideas and issues in western 


world thought. 

The ultimate ambition of Dr. 
Adler, he says, is to summarize all 
the knowledge of the western 
world in one vast work, tentatively 
titled “Summa Dialectica.” He does 
not expect to live to see it finished 
but hopes to have a staff trained 
to carry the work forward. 

Of this thought he said: ‘There 
would be a touch of megalomania 
in the project but without 
megalomania of this sort, nothing 
can be done, for we have reached 
that stage of intellectual decay 
where little things will not avail.” 

Dr. Adler also serves as Asso- 
ciate Editor of “Great Books of 
the World” and is Editor of “The 
Great Ideas.” He has written a 
number of books but is especially 
known for “How To Read a Book,” 
a best seller in 1940. Incidentally, 
it netted him $60,000 at a time 
when, he needed a fast $1,000. 


According to Dr. Frederick 
Huber, MPC president, Dr. Adler’s 
lecture will be a rebuttal to the 
lecture “The Evolutionary Vision,” 
presented by Sir Julian Huxley 
here last December, 


Sir Julian is the eminent British 
biologist who advances Charles 
Robert Darwin’s theory of evolu- 
tion set forth in his “On the Origin 
of Species by Means of Natural 
Selection, or the Preservation of 
Favoured Races in the Struggle 
for Life.’ Few works have so 
greatly influenced human concepts 
of life and the universe as this. 


According to Sir Julian, Dar- 
win’s theory of natural selection 
was the beginning of an ideologi- 
cal organization that will enable 
civilization to be willingly ready 
for change as scientific truths are 
discovered.

Aikin Says US 
In ‘Good Hands’ 


“No matter which candidate 
wins the election, the U.S. will be 
in good hands,” declared Dr. 
Charles Aikin in a talk on “The 
Presidency” here this week. 


Dr. Aikin, chairman of the politi- 
cal science department, University 
of California, was the first of four 
speakers in a pre-election series on 
“The Presidential Campaign in 
American Culture.” 


On most issues, differences be- 
tween the candidates are matters of 
method rather than of basic issue, 
he said. Whether he casts his vote 
for Kennedy or for Nixon, the vo- 
ter will not be making a mistake. 
“Both are good men,” he added. 


Dr. Aikin will be followed 
Wednesday, Oct. 26, by Marshall 
Windmiller, assistant professor of 
International Relations, San Fran- 
cisco State College, who will dis- 
cuss “The Presidential Campaign.” 

Co-author of “Communism in 
India,’ Windmiller has written 
many articles on the politics of 
South Asia, and has been a regular 
foreign affairs commentator on 
radio stations, KPFA, Berkeley, 
and KPFK, Los Angeles. 

Dr. Jack Leach, MPC political 
science instructor and historian will 
deliver the third lecture in the 
series, discussing “The Parties in 
Perspective” Oct. 31. 

Barning -hisc] Pe hsb i sinom, “the 
University of California, Dr. Leach 
has published a study of national 
conscription. Before coming to 
MPC, he lived in Japan for eight 
years. 

Eugene Burdick, associate pro- 
fessor of political science, Univer- 
sity of California, will wind-up the 
lecture series Nov. 7, discussing 
“Issues and Candidates—1960.” 

Author of “The Ninth Wave,” 
co-editor of “American Voting Be- 
havior,”’. and co-author-of “The 
Ugly American,” Burdick is a con- 
sultant to the Fund for the Repub- 
lic and director of a research proj- 
ect on the political process for that 
organization. 

Held in the MPC Library Lec- 
ture Room, at 8 p.m., lectures are 
free to the public.

Play ‘Deeply Moving’

The MPC Players are present- 
ing “The Cradle Song” at the new 
Little Theatre this week. The play 
is concerned with the activity of a 
cloistered convent of Dominican 
Nuns. 

During the first act the setting 
is on a terrace, with all the nuns 
of the convent gathered in honor 
of the Saint’s day of the Mother 
Prioress, portrayed by Mary Wei- 
siger. 

The four novices, played by Pa- 
tricia McKnight, Veronica Taylor, 
Joanne Nix and Akemi Ito, achiev- 
ed in projecting the felling of their 
willingness to be religious, but 
their inability to leave their little 
world of child-like weakness. 

Most outstanding of these four 
novices is Sister Joanna of the 
Cross, played by Patricia Mc- 
Knight. Sister Joanna has come 
from a large family of many 
brothers and sisters and she misses 


them, most especially her youngest 
brother who apparently was more 
attached to her than to his mother. 

At the conclusion of act one, an 
infant child is left at the convent. 
The Prioress, after some discussion 
with the stern Vicaress (quite 
strongly played by Julie Winters), 
the doctor, Don Jose (played by 
Phil Stock), and the rest of the 
sisters, decides to raise the child. 

Before the opening of the second 
act, an interlude in verse (recited 
by David Lang) sets the scene: 
the same convent eighteen years 
later, The baby, called Teresa 
(played by Pam Gamble) has 
grown up, and this is the day that 
she will leave to become the bride 
of Antonio, played by Gary Win- 
ters. 

The sisters feel joy for her, but 
are sad that this will be the last 
day that she will be with them.

A fast-talking press agent, whose 
speech is cluttered with comical 
malaprops, tries to blackmail Vera, 
and she realizes that Joey (her 
“beauty”), is making her life dan- 
gerously complicated. 

His insistent boasting is wearing 
on her nerves; like everybody else, 
she must get away from Joey. He 
is the kind of guy who, leech-like, 
you just can’t be nice to without 
hurting yourself. Joey is alone 
again but from the audience’s 
standpoint he is not pathetic. 

The dance numbers by a chorus 
line of all different shapes and sizes 
of women are amusingly awkward. 


They are led by a scratchy-voiced 
Elsa Maxwell type, but watch for 
Louise Marcel, a little dark-eyed 
girl with a sly smile; she’s a panic 
as the undulating All American 
rose in the “Flower Garden of my 
Heart” number. Also watch for 
Melba, a very large woman report- 
er, who sings “Zip” and does the 
best job of singing in the show. No- 
body else really sings well, al- 
though the songs include “I Could 
Write a Book,” and “Bewitched, 
Bothered and Bewildered.” 

The play, riddled with cliches of 
the early fifties, tends to run down- 
hill. The lighting is excessively hot 
and Joey drips perspiration at the 
end of his song-and-dance number. 
The production is obviously ama- 
teur, but the sincerity of the play- 
ers in interpreting the excellent 
material produces an enjoyable 
evening and marks the next two 
performances worth seeing.

Valuable Collection of Ancient Coins 


Is Now on Display

Cast more than five centuries 
before Christ was born, a twenty- 
five hundred year old coin shines 
like a new dime in an ancient 
Greek and Roman coin collection 
now on display in MPC Library. 

Miss Margaret Thompson, MPC 
Librarian, said the display near 
the main entrance is part of a col- 
lection given to MPC by an anony- 
mous benefactor. 

Coins in the display were se- 
lected and arranged by Miss Jeanne 
Inwood, Assistant Librarian. 

“What you see here are only a 
few of some fifty odd coins from 
the collection we received,” Miss 
Inwood explained. 

“Sooner or later,” she continued, 
“we'll get them all into the ex- 
hibit, but these are all we’ve been 
able to identify so far. Meanwhile, 
we'd welcome any help we can get 
from any one who knows anything 
about coins or coin display arrange- 
ments.” 

Among coins in the exhibit are 
the following denominations: 

A silver “stater” from the time 
of Croesus, Lydia, 561, B.C., 
present value about $20. 

A silver “stater” from the time 
of Alexander the Great, Macedonia, 
3d Century, B.C., present value 
about $25. 

A bronze “sestertius,’ imprinted 
with the head of Caligula, Rome, 37 
A.D., present value about $35. 

A gold “aureus,” imprinted with 
the head of Elder Faustina, Rome, 
161 A.D., present value, about $100. 

A gold “solidud” imprinted with 
the head of Honorious, Rome, 345- 
423 A.D., present value, about $40. 

Discussing values of the coins, 
Miss Inwood said the donor esti- 
mates the collection is worth about 
$1000, at present market values.

Miss Thompson and Miss In- 
wood both feel that in comparison 
to historical and cultural values, 
money values of the collection are 
meaningless.

Lobos Ruin Homecoming, 


Stomp Foothill 36-25

Coach George Porter’s Lobos 
steamrolled right over the Foothill 
Owls 36-25 Saturday night, thus 
indicating that they were the team 
to beat in the race for the Coast 
(JC) Conference title. It was the 
third straight win for the Lobos. 

Dennis Jackson, who seems to 
run better every game, led the at- 
tack. He scored three touchdowns 
and a conversion for twenty points 
and averaged over 8 yards per 
carry. 

The game was in many ways like 
the one against San Jose the week 
before. The Lobos won by 11 
points, and the opponents scored 
early in the first quarter. 

From the start, devout Lobo 
fans who had traveled 85 miles to 
Sunnyvale knew the game would 
be a thriller. Foothill, inspired by 
the fact that it was their Home- 
coming, took possession of the ball 
on the second play of the game. 

Wayman Crowder, the Foothill 
_ quarterback, found end Mike Ni- 
chols in the end zone and con- 
nected on a 15 yard TD pass play. 
Frank Aquino, the elusive halfback 
who zipped all over the field 
throughout the game, kicked the 
conversion to make it 7-0. 

Twice in the first quarter the 
Lobos got within the ten yard line 
of the Owls. As the gun ended the 
quarter, the Lobos had the ball on 
the Owl 1 yard line. 

It took just two plays in the 
second half for the Lobos to finally 
score. Jackson sprinted around 
right end, just as he did all eve- 
ning, and went over the line stand- 
ing. Dick Austin put the Lobos 
ahead 8-7 when he scored a run- 
ning conversion. 

Foothill, determined not to dis- 
appoint its Homecoming crowd, 
sent the darting Aquino on a series 
of sprints to the outside. He finally 
got away for a 24 yard TD. It was 
the only TD for Foothill resulting 
from a run. 

The score being 13-8 in favor of 
Foothill, the Lobos got down to 
business. LeeRoy Gutierrez called 
for a pass play after a march deep 
into Owl territory. He passed 
complete to Len Newman from 
the 15 to make the score 14-13 in 
favor of MPC. The score remained 
stable until the second half started. 

During halftime, a group of Foot-

The Lobos opened conference 
play on Oct. 8, with a stunning 
40-29 victory over the Jaguars from 
San Jose City College.

The game was highlighted by 
the best passing attack the Lobos 
have put on this year. LeeRoy 
Guiterrez hit on 8 out of 10 aerials, 
one a 60 yard touchdown to Len 
Newman, Pete Tarantino was the 
leading pass receiver for the Lo- 
bos, with 4 receptions. 

The Lobos again were a second 
half ball club, scoring 28 points in 
the third and fourth quarters to 
Overcome a three point halftime 
deficit. Dennis Jackson and Loyce 
Singleton led the Lobo scoring pa- 
rade with two touchdowns apiece. 
Dick Austin and Len Newman also 
scored for MPC. 

The game got off to a poor start 
as far as Lobo fans were con- 
cerned; San Jose took the opening 
kickoff and drove for a touchdown 
with fullback Ken Buran going the 
last three yards for the Jaguars.

San Jose scored again in the sec- 
ond period on a five yard keeper 
play by Jaguar quarterback Bob 
Hidalgo. The Lobos started mov- 
ing again late in the second quar- 
ter and drove 58 yards in 10 plays 
for the score. Loyce Singleton 
drove five yards up the middle for 
the score. Key plays in the drive 
were passes from Gutierrez to Tar- 
antino for 16 yards, and to Jack- 
son for 14. 


The Lobos came out for the sec- 
ond half trailing 15-12, but remedi- 
ed that situation on their first play 
from scrimmage. After a 15 yard 
penalty put the Lobos up to their 
own 40 yard line, Guiterrez found 
Newman clear deep on the left side 
and hit him with a beautiful pass; 
Newman carried the ball the rest 
of the way for the touchdown. 


This seemed to be the spark that 
the Lobos needed, because they 
really poured it on from there on. 
Singleton scored later in the period, 
and Jackson and Austin scored in 
the last period. Hidalgo finally got 
the vaunted San Jose passing at- 
tack moving, but it was too late 
and too little.
